KHRUSHCHEV, AFTER WATCHING THE PARADERS ABOUT AN HOUR,’ 

LEFT THE TOMB TO GREET THEM. HE HAD A SPECIAL WELCOME FOR GUEVARAs 
THEN THE PREMIER REMOUNTED THE STAND. 

MARSHAL RODION Y. MALINOVSKY, THE SOVIET DEFENSE MINISTER, Zz 
DREW CHEERS BEFORE THE MARCHPAST WITH A DECLARATION THAT THE 
MODERNIZED SOVIET ARMY AND NAVY “HAVE EVERYTHING AT THEIR DISPOSAL
